On State Tax Revision

AT the tax Inws of the Rate are sadly

in need of revision (= n geneeally avee-
eepted foet, says Benjamin 11 Ludlow, ane
of the prominent attorneys of the eity, whao
has taken an active interest in the matter
for o number of years anid s theronghly cone-
versant witl@aie wany ramiticntions of the
mx laws,

“There are severnl important evils in the
matter of taxation which are in need of eor-
rection ns early ns possible. satd Mr. Lod-
low, “tn order that the tnxes of the Btpie
may be lovied nmd eollected in an econoimieal
and uniforin wanner,  Perhaps the first and
most bmportant of these is the huge expense
of - eollecting  the taxes under e present
syntem. 10 is no exnggerntion to say that
the vost of vollecting the taxes In Pennsyl-
vanbn s several times the gmount which it
vosts the 8tate of Ohlo to eolleer Tts taxes,

“TPhe seeond ovil tn he eorreeted 1 the
inequanlity and the non-aniformity  of the
tox rate In the sqme county, and the third
f5 thut of inadegquate  gssessments,  which
prevent nevessary publle improvements being
made,

ngninst changing the Inw was that it wenld
tike away ‘home role’ in the matter of inxes.
But In this connection it must be remom-
bered that home rale in _raxation lies not
in the assessment, but in the amount of the
levy, nnd this will be fixed Sy the home au-
thorities {n oVEery eonnty just ns at present.

“It is proposedl ta do away with the
elecied pssessors, n system which has thus
far proved to he pesponsible for many evils
In the matter of tax collocting as u whale,
and to choose by election o Central Bonrd
of Asuessors i oench eounty.  This hoard
would build up its staff of assistant nsgessors
by appeintment  throughout the varlous
parts of the county,

1 undoubtedly true that there would
always he the risk of politieal preferment
in these uppointments, hut this is something
which must always be eonsidered in overy
appeintive system. But under nny elrenm
BLities e publle conld holil the* ventenl
board responsible for lnd apmointments, nnd
this woulil ar leasy be an tmprovement o
the present gystem, whereby the  pesessors
aften guin ve-election by favoring Important
tersons and institaiTons in the amount as-
seksed ngainst their property,

Inequalities in Assessment
